Prior  to  the  World  War,  the  United  States  was  on  an  export  basis 
AS  to  fats  and  oils,  priwcipally  lard.    There  were  net  imports  of 
animal  fats  in  the  years  1936  and  1936,  for  the  only  time  in  history. 
In  1938  EXPORTS  of  lard  increased,  and  imports  of  cottonseed  and  marine 
oils,  palm-kernel  oil  and  flaxseed  showed  material  decreases,  making 
total  net  imports  of  all  fats  and  oils  more  than  a  billion  pounds  less 
than   in  1937.

(This  issue  of  the  Fats  and  Oils  SitURtion  -f^resents  pre- 
lininar;/  sumnary  tables  of  statistics  of  ;nroduction, 
imports,  e^^orts,  and  stocks  of  primary  fats  and  oils 
for  the  calendnr  year  193S»  with  comparisons  of  n,  few 
earlier  2''ears. ) 

Preliciinar^T-  estimates  indicr.te  tliat  domestic  production  of 
fats  and  oils  fron  domestic  and  inpofted  mterials  during  193-2  ^'^p-s 
the  larjest  since  I929.     Domestic  production  from  domestic  and  iinnort- 
ed  na.terials  totaled  more  thaa  2,5  hillion  pounds.     Th(^  increase  over 
the  g  "billion  pounds  prOd'ttc*^  i»  3^5T  *»3  <l^s  almost  entirely  to  in- 
creased production  of  doxs^fttlft  lab^ftactltl**  inasmuch  as  there  ••^/ae  a 
reduction  in  imports  of  most  raw  n^i^rlala  for  oil  manufacture. 

The  increase  in  production  and  stocks  during  the  past  2  years 
is  attributed  in  lar^e  pal't  to  the  ir.crease  in  production  of  the 
vegetable  fats  and  oils.     Domestic  production  nnA  imports  of  these 
products  in  1937  v^ero  the  lar/^ost  on  recordj  and  in  the  second  half 
of  that  year  the  recession  in  business  resulted  in  decren.sed  con- 
sumption.     Thus,  at  the  beginning  of  I938,  stocks  of  all  fats  f>Jid 
oils  aiid  of  raw  materials  for  their  production  ware  larger  than  any 
on  record  except  in  Docsmher  1933 • 

Production  continued  to  increase  in  1932*  though  fats  and 

oils  prices  were  markedly  Icrer  than  in  1937  ^■'^^  imports  were  about 
1  billion  pounds  less,  tot.al  stocks  on  December  3I  wre  even  larger 
than  at  the  beginning  of  1938.    The  December  3I  stocks  were  the 
largest  ever  reported  (See  table  7). ■ 
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Prices 

Prices  of  all  fats  and  oils  averaged  slightlv  lower  in 
Jpjiuaxy  1939  than  in  Decen"ber  193^>  and  much  lower  for  the  year 
1938  than  for  1937-     I-  JfriJauajry  I939,  "butter  was  nore  than  6 
cents  a  pound  lower  than  a  year  earlier  and  more  than  I.5  cents 
per  pound  lower  than  in  Decemher  193^'     Crude  cottonseed  oil  was 
four-tenths  of  a  cent  lovfer  in  Janiiary  1939  than  in  Decemher 
1938,  and  averaged  I.3  cents  lower  for  the  year  193S  than  in 
1937.     Crude  coconut  oil  averaged  2.8  cents  lower  for  the  yeaT. 
Other  oils  showed  similar  reductions  in  price. 

Ii'Tports  and  exports 

Irrports  of  fats  ajid  oils  increased  from  around  I.3  billion 
pounds  in  I932  to  more  than  2.7  billion  in  I937.     T^'is  increase 
v/as  flue  in  part  to  reduced  production  in  this  country  and  the 
reduction  in  accumulated  stocks,  and  in  part  to  an  improvement 
in  demand  resulting  in  increased  consumption  and  higher  prices. 

The  jesx  1937  ^■^as  the  third  consecutive  year  that  total 
net  imports  passed  the  2  "billion-pound  nark,  whereas  in  the 
depression  year  of  1932  total  net  imports  were  a  little  more  than 
500  m.illion  pounds  and  in  the  boom  year  of  I929  reached  l,06g 
million  pounds. 

Preliminary  estimates  of  imports  vf  fats  and  oils  in  the 
calendar  year  193^  indicate  that  net  imports  of  all  vegetable 
oils  plus  average  oil  equivalent  of  imported  oleaginous  raw 
materials  totaled  about  1,69^  million  pounds,  or  about  S^O 
million  pounds  less  than  in  1937  -  ^"^^  record  year.  Exports 
and  shipments  of  lard  totaled  23^  million  pounds,  and  imports 
of  other  animal  fats  were  low,  therefore  net  exports  of  all 
animal  fats  totaled  about  iGj  million  pounds.     This  makes  a 
grand  total  of  about  I.5  billion  pounds  of  net  imports  of  all 
vegetable  and  animal  fats  and  oils  and  oil  enuivalent  of  raw 
materials  in  193^.  cocipared  with  about  2.5  billion  pounds  in 
1937.     The  major  part  of  the  decrease  was  in  flaxseed,  palm- 
kernels  and  oil,  palm,  cottonseed,  and  tung  oils,  and  marine 
animal  oils.     Decreases  were  also  shown  in  imports  of  sesajne 
seed,  per  ilia,  rape,  pjid  sunflower  oils,  r-nd.  tallow.  I;rports 
of  flaxseed  in  193^  were  only  about  haJf  the  imports  in  1937- 
Irrports  of  coconut  oil  and  oil  equivalent  of  copra  in  193^ 
were  the  largest  since  1933* 
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Cottonseed  oil 

Cottonseed  oil  production  in  the  calendar  .'ear  193S  was  somewhat 
larger  than  in  the  calendar  j'-ear  1937,  because  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  cottonseed  froa  the  er.onnous  cotton  crop  of  1937  was  crushed 
during  the  first  half  of  193S.     Imports  of  cottonseed  oil  in  193S 
totaled  only  S3  million  pounds  compared  with  over  200  million  pounds 
imported  in  1937'    But  consumption  was  less,  and  in  spite  of  the  reduced 
imports  and  the  g3R"0.er  cotton  crop  of  193^  stocks  of  cottonseed  oil,  in 
terms  of  crude  oil,  plus  the  approximate  oil  equivalent  of  cottonseed 
on  hand  were  practically  the  same  in  December  1932  as  in  December  1937 • 

Prices  of  crude  cottonseed  oil,  f .o.b.  S.  3.  mills  averaged 
6.71  cents  per  pound  in  1933  compared  with  S.Ol  cents  in  1937* 

Other  domestic  vegetable  oils 

Thvj  production  of  soybean  oil,  corn  oil,  and  peanut  oil  in  193^ 
was  the  largest  on  record.  Stocks  were  larger  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  prices  throughout  193S  averaged  considerably  lower. 

Lard 

Lard  production  -inder  Federal  inspection  in  the  calendar  year 
1932  is  reported  at  1,076  million  pounds  compared  with  7S7  million 
pounds  in  1937-     Estimates  of  production  other  than  federally  inspected 
v.'ill  not  be  available  for  several  weeks,  but  on  the  basis  of  past 
relationships  a  total  production  of  somewhere  near  I.7  billion  pounds 
may  reasonably  be  assumed. 

Exports  of  lard,  including  shipments  to  non- contiguous  territories, 
in  1938  totaled  23^  million  pounds,  the  largest  quantity  exported  since 
193^. 

Prices  of  lard  averaged  more  than  3  cents  a  pound  lower  in  193^ 
than  in  1937,  ond  2  cents  a  pound  lower  xhon  the  average  price  of 
compounds  and  vegetable  cooking  fats. 

Marine  animal  oils 


Production  of  whale  arA  fish  oils  under  the  American  flag  was 
somewhat  lower  in  1933  than  in  1937 •     Imports  were  considerably  lov.'er, 
but  stocks  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  the  largest  for  that  date  in 
recent  years.
